The Next Gevernor of Iowan. 

The Republicans of Iowa are resolved to 
have a gallant soldier for their next Governor. 
At the State Convention, the contest was be- 
tween Gen. Fits Henry Warren, and Cal. Wm. 
M. Stene. After a spirited series of balletings, 
the choice of the Convention fell upon Col. 
Stone. He is the same officer who eo highly 


himeelf at the assault on Vicks- 
burg, 528, where he Sell, severely wound: 
ed, at the head of the 22d Iowa. 


Col. Stone's regiment belonged. to Gen. 
Carr’s division. A column of attack was 
formed, the leading regiment of which was 
the lowa 234. The word to advance was giver. 
“Slowly, at first,” writes an eye-witness of 
the staut, “then quickening into a run, with 
a loud shout, the Iowa boys dashed 
forward and crossed the crest of the bil), an- 
der a murderous fire of grape, cannister and 
musketry, poured forth by the rebels, from 
bebind carthworks and rie pita. The sup- 
porting regiments follewed on the double 
quick. Men fel) before the terrible sheet of 
flame like prairie gruss before the fire; but on 
the regiment went, to what seemed certain 
death to every man. But they stopped not 
until the edge of the ditch was reached, and 
planted their banners there.” 

* Ip front of the fort ie a ditch ten teet deep, 
protected on its outer edge by rows of pal- 
ings, over which it was almost impossible to 
pass, and when passed, the bottom of the 
ditch was twenty fect below the top of the 
embankments. A few of the men fell over 
these paling», and it became necessary to dig 
them out before they could be released. The 
enemy could not Gre at them, for as often as

m many sharpshooters, 
were sent whistling about his ears. Several 
jattempted to fire their guns, bat scarcely 
ralsed their heads fsirly in view, before they 
fell back dead or wounded.” 

“Tn some way Col. Stone managed, with a 
few men, to cross the ditch, clamber up the 
wall and enter the rebel works. There his 
standard bearer planted the regimental flag 
and there it waved till night. Col. Stone 
shouted for reinforcements, waving his sword 
and pointing tothe flag before him, but all 
attempts to asrist him failed. The enfilading 
fire was awful and struck down by scores 
those who attempted to reinforce him. His 
little band of heroes fell, one by one, and 
melted down under the folds of the flag they 
loved se well, but he clung desperately to the 
fort, refusing to retreat or surrender. Final. 
ly, a rifle bullet struck him, inflicting a severe 
bet not mortal wound. Still he refused to 
give up the ship and remained in the fort 
until darkness put a stop to the conflict, 
when he was borne back to our lines by those 
of the Spartan band who remained alive. The 
22d Iowa went into the aseault with 425 men, 
and came out with less than 200 fit for duty.“ 

Such is the mettle of the man the loyal peo- 
ple of Lowa baye resolved to make Governor. 
When the war broke ont, Col. Stone was 
Judge of one of the Circuit Courts, and was 
esteemed an able and upright Judge. He 
resigned at the firet call to arms, and helped 
to raise a regiment of which he was clected 
Major. The regiment was in several battles 
ln Missouri, in one of which he was wounded. 
At Shilob, bis regiment was in Gen. Prentiss’ 
brigade, and was captured after cight hours 
terrible fighting. He was held a prisoner for 
scveral months, but was finally liberated, with 
two others, on bie parole, and sent to Wash- 
ington to negotiate terms of exchange, with 
the cor dition that, if he failed in his mission, 
he was to return to Richmond and deliver 
himself up. He kept bis word sacred, but 


through his efforts with the War Department. 


terme of exchange were finally settled, and 
Gen. Prentiss and all his officers and men were 
libersted from the rebel dungeons and ex 
changed. After his return home, he was pro- 
moted to the Colonelcy of the 224 Iowa, and 
has shared its fortunes from that day to the 
present time. He is now slowly recovering 
from the dangerous wound he received while 
leading that forlorn hope at the storming of 
Vicksburg, on the 22d of May. If he lives, 
be will be elected Governor by 30,000 majori- 
ty over any candidate the Copperbeads can 
run sgainst him.

I passed an hour or two yesterday at the 
headquarters of Col. H. C. Heg, commanding 
the advance post on the Shelbyville Pike. Go- 
ing to the extreme line, the cavalry vidette 
post, one gets a good view of the enemy's 
pickets, stationed a couple miles away. I con- 
fers to a strong desire to pass over and talk to 
the fellows, and get their latest papers, but the

PERSONAL. 


Who dies in vain 
Upon his country’s war Gelds, and within 
The shadow of her altars! 
Among the most prominent and promising 
young officers of the Western army who have 
fallen at Vicksburg, was George W. Bradley, 


who was killed while on picket duty on the 
night of Thursday, May 25th. His death was 
instantaneous. He was shot through the 
heart about 10 o'clock, by. a rebel rifleman, 
to whose deudly sim the bright moonlight 
exposed him. His remains were taken to 
Pana, IIIInols, fer interment, by Capt. C. C. 
Clark, an old friend and fellow officer of the 
15th regiment IIlinols volunteers. Captain 
Bradley was born in the State of New York, 
in 1858, and while quite young, removed with 
bus father’s family to Pana. Several yesrs 
tince he went to Rockford, and found employ- 
ment in a mercantile house. There the break- 
ing out of the rebellion found him, and he 
was among the first to offer his services in 
quelling it. He enlisted in the 15th regiment 
Illinois infantry, and was sworn In as Orderly 
Sergeant, May 24, 1561. He rose rapidly by 
bis merits as asoldier, from that position 
through the grades of Second and First Liea- 
tenant, to a Captaincy, and a position’ oa 
Gen. Latman’s staff Capt. Bradley was 
warm and falthful friend, and an efficient and 
gallant officer, much respected and beloved 
by his commander and brother officers. The 
intelligence of his untimely death, cut off so 
suddenly in life's green spring, well excite 
emotions of deep and sincere regret in the 
hearts of his companions la arms, and among 
his many friends in Illinois and elsewhere.

Banquet to Simpson. 

The supper given to Bishop Simpson, at 
the Sherman House, last evening, was a pleas- 
ant affair, attended by upwards of one hun- 
dred of the ministers, laymen, and promi- 
nent members of the M. E. Charch in the 
city. The following were — a6 the 


bounteous supply of the good things ot earth, 
very tastefully arranged, in the peculiar way 
that mine hosts of the Sherman have of doing 
up matters of this kind. 

The Divine blessing was implored by Rev. 
Dr. Tiffany, after which the company pro- 
ceeded to discuss the merits of the matter be- 
fore them. 

After supper, a letter was read from J. I. 
Scripps, esq., regretting his inability to at- 
tend the banquet, and alluding, in s touching 
manner to the unwelcome t that 
dad been made of the removal of Bishop 
Simpson from this city to Philadelphia, 

The Chairman addressed the Bishop, briefly 
stating the object of the occasion, to meet 
together, a6 misisters and members, 
and express aber the attachment so 
long and ardently entertained toward 
him, and to receive from him wise parting 
words of counsel and advice. 

Bishop Simpson said it was with no ordl- 

nary feeling that be met his friends on thie 
‘Occasion. The Chairman had alluded to his 
removal. While he expected to remove his 
family, be could hagily feel that he had 
peru anently absented himself. He would fre 
quently be here on his mission connected 
with the Episcopacy. He felt that Metho- 
dlom in Chicago had a future before it such as 
no other city bas a promise of. He explained 
his reasons for these conclusions, which were 
very satisfactory. He trusted that even the 
gray-haired brethren present would lire to see 
the “Sons of the Prophets’ as a new insti- 
tution established here, and from 200 to 300 
men in the ministry therefrom. He also allad- 
ed to the Newspaper Press, the Book-room, 
the University and Biblical School, the pree- 
ent influence of cach, which compare favor- 
ably with the prospects of any other city. 
Age in, look at the church property through- 
out this city. The Clark street property, so 
lately a small baliding on a small lot—now 
what a noble building! When you have your 
building clear of debt you can have $10,000 a 
year income from that block, to apply to 
church building in the West. He hoped 
the friends of the cause would soon 
remove that debt. Agsin, look at the Wa- 
bash avenue church—what has it grown from 
—how hes that congregation grown from a 
few, and look at its strength and liberality — 
how was it only afew days ago, upon the 
occasion of the missionary collection!

He 
alluded touchingly to the very warm attach- 
ment existing between himself and the 
brethren in the church, and he hopod that 
the meeting would be considered as but tem- 
porary.
